Value of Forecasts to Busi¬ 
ness and Agriculture 
Is Told 


While weather forecasting has 
not hei.'ii reduced to an exact sci¬ 
ence like astronomy, it has proven 
sufficiently accurate to be worth 
untold millions to commerce and 
agriculture in the United States, 
declared Col. H. B. Hersey in an 
address at the Alon’s Community 
Club dinner last night. The talk 
on the work and methods of the 
weather hureau was thoroughly 
enjoyed hy the group of more 
than sixty men, many of whom 
remained afterwards to ask ques¬ 
tions and get further light on the 
subject from Col. Hersey, who is 
director of the bureau in Los 
•Angeles. 

Benjamin Franklin pioneered in 
sy.stematic weather obseiwation in 
the United States as he did in 
many other branches of .science 
and industry, declared Col. Hersey. 
From his day the development 
wa.s slow until shortly after the 
jieriod of the Civil War when the 
spread of telegraph and newspa- 
jier facilities gave it an impetus. 
Now the country is covered com¬ 
pletely by observation stations, by 
means of which conditions are re¬ 
ported minutely and frequently, so 
the movement of storms and other 
conditions can be foretold with a 
high percentage of acuracy. 

Practically all storm areas move 
across the continent from east to 
we.st, explained Col. Hersey.Winds 
blow from all directions toward the 
storm center. That explains why 
an east wind often precedes a 
rainstorm which actually approach¬ 
es from the west. The causes de- 
veloiiing cyclones, tornadoes and 
other phenomena were explained. 
Tlie chief exceptions to the easter¬ 
ly St' rm movement are the storms 
originating in the West Indies and 
Gulf areas. These usually start 
westward over the ocean, turn 
iKDth and eventually eastward 
after reaching the continent. 

Much amusement was caused 
by Ray Grant and Donald Ash¬ 
more who were called upon for a
